Padded Exonerations. 


The investigation was begun In 
August last at the Instance of W. P.

DRY FORCES APPEAL 
TO THE PRESIDENT 


New York. April 17.—The first con¬ 
vention of the National Arbitration and 
Peace Congre-sa came to an end to-day 
after a three-days’ session, with two 
large banquet.^, one at the Hotel Astor 
and the other at the Waldorf-Astoria. 
Tho event of greate.st Interest w'as the 
decoration of Andrew Carnegie with the 
Cross of the Legion of Honor by the 
French Government represented by 
Baron d'Esloumellcs de Constant, In 
appreciation of his work for pence, and 
hla gift of the palace at The Hague. 

Mr. Camogle, who is president of the 
Congress, to-day gave out a statement 
as to the results of the congress. Al¬ 
though not so designated by Mr. Car¬ 
negie. the statement constitutes a re¬ 
ply to some of the suggestions con¬ 
tained In the letter which President 
Roosevelt addressed to the Congress 
on Its opening day. Mr. Camegrie 
quotes these statements as **objecilon8** 
and proceeds to answ’er them as fol¬ 
lows: 

"Our peace conference has brought 
three objections clearly before us. 

"The first—Nations cannot submit ail 
questions to arbitration. 

"Answer—Six of them have recently 
done so by treaty—Denmark. The 
Netherlands, Chile and Argentine. Nor- 
way and Swedem. 

(Note—Since Xorw'ay has just se¬ 
cured Independence, the treaty provides 
that Us Integrity shall not be qui^- 
tioned, but whether It Is or not affectod 
In any dispute Is to be decldcsd by The 
Hague conference).

'•Answer—The first principle of nat¬ 
ural Ju«5t1ce forbids men to be judges 
w'hen they ore panties to the Issue. All 
law' rests upon this throughout the clY- 
llised world. Were a Judge known to 
sit upon a case In which he was secret¬ 
ly Interested, he would be dishonored 
and expelled fi^m his high offke. If 
any Individual retfused to submit his 
dispute w'lth a neighbor to disinterest¬ 
ed parties (arbitrators or judges) and 
Insisted u)jton being his owm judge, he 
w-ould violate the first prindlplea of 
justice. If he resorted to force In de¬ 
fense of hlB right to judge, he would 
be dishonored as a breaker of the law. 
Thus peace with justice Is secured 
through arbliraJlon. either by court or 
by tribunal, never by one of the parties 
sitting as Judge In his own cause. 

"Nations being only aggregates of In¬ 
dividuals. they will not reach justice In 
their judgments until the same rule 
holds good, viz: that they, like indUid- 
uals. shall not sit as judges In their 
own cause. What Is unjust for Indl- 
\iduals is unjust fftr nations. Justice 
is Justice unchangeable, and should 
hold universal sway over men and over 
all nations.

"Answer—Righteousnes Is simply do¬ 
ing what Is rIghU What Is just Is al¬ 
ways right; what Is unjust Is always 
w’rong. It being the first principle of 
justice that men Miall not be judges In 
their own cause to refuse to submit to 
Judge or arbitrator Is unjust and not 
right, for the essence of righteousness Is 
justice. Therefore, wen who place jus¬ 
tice or righteousness above pejtce prac- 
tlcAlly pniclalm. as It appears to me, 
that they will commit Injustice snd 
discard righteousness by constituting 
themselves sole judge of their own 
cause In vlolnllon of law. justice and 
right. 

"Civilized man has ^eac^hed the con¬ 
clusion that he reaches the claims of 
justice and right only by upholding the 
present roign cf law. Our pressing duty 
is to extend Its benignant reign to 
cfwnbinatlons of men called nations.

Lexington. Ky., April 17.—[Special.] 
—Undermined by excavations on the 
site of the building formerly occupied 
by the Kid China Company, the rear 
and east walls of tho three-story brick 
building at 127 West Main street, oc¬ 
cupied by King & Metzger. Jewelers, 
collapsed this evening at 5:50 o’clock 
burying many thousand dollars* worth 
of jewelry beneath tons of debris. 

But a few moments before the cave- 
In occurred the occupants of the build¬ 
ing. being warned that the walls were 
crumbling, had vacated the premises 
after hurriedly piling watches, Jew’els 
and other valuables into the two big 
safes In the rear of the store. The 
second floor was occupied by Dr. J. H. 
Wood, dentist, and J. W. Palmer, pho¬ 
tographer, both of whom removed their 
most valuable furnishings before the 
accident occurred. The third floor was 
used as a lodge room by the negro K. 
of P.*8 here. 

That no person was Injured was due 
to the fact that the crumbling vralls 
were noticed by workmen In time to 
notify those working In the building. 

The excavation was being made for 
the erection of the proposed new Third 
National Bank building. 

The terrifying roar and great cloud 
of dust which accompanied the fall of 
the walls attracted an immense crowd 
and created oonslderablc excitement In 
the Leland Hotel, which adjoins the 
wrecked building In the rear. The po¬ 
lice Immediately drove the crowd back 
and roped off the street for a consider¬ 
able distance from the scene of the col¬ 
lapse. Watchmen and the regular po¬ 
lice are guarding the building to-night 
on account of the msuiy valuables 
buried In the ruins. No persons, bow 
ever, can be Induced to enter that part 
of the building which remains stand 
Ing. Building experts declare that the 
entire slruclnre Is likely to collapse at 
any moment.

Witnesses Implicate Bill 
Britton In Plot. 


PLOT TO MURDER WHOLESALE 


Lexington. Ky.. April 10.—[Special.]— 
The testimony brought out at tho Brit¬ 
ton trial to-day more strongly than on 
any preceding day Incriminated Judge 
James Hargis and Ed Callahan In the 
conspiracy which It Is the thi'ory of 
the prosecution was formed for the 
murder of James Cockrlll. 

In pursuance of this line of attack 
ll becomes necessary* for the prosecu¬ 
tion to establish the conspiracy, and 
honco. In some of the testimony to¬ 
day Britton’s name was not even men¬ 
tioned. Strong testimony was. how¬ 
ever, introduced against Hargis and 
Callahan, and the fact that both these 
men are also to be trle<I soon In this 
same court for the murder of James 
Cockrlll. the testimony to-day had 
startling significance for the Breathitt 
county feudal chief and his chief lieu¬ 
tenant. Evidence, howe\'er, was not 
w'anting against Britton, and witness 
after witness slated that they saw 
Britton with Jeif, Spicer and Elbert 
Hargis In the courthouse hall just after 
the shooting, apparently on guard to 
prex’ent Interference with the murder¬ 
ers.

Strong Array of Witnessea. 

Among the witnesses to-day Logan 
Gosa, a laborer on the Hargis form, 
who told how* Britton, who wa.s the 
foreman on the farm, was taken away 
on the day Cookrlll was killed by El¬ 
bert Hargis, leaving the crop of hay, 
which had Just been cut, to rot on the 
ground. Elbert Hargis saying they had 
bufilnees for Britton In town. Anse 
White, brother of Torn White, gave 
a thrilling account of the attempt to 
murder James Cockrlll. Dr. Cox. Jame^ 
B. Marcum and others on the day of 
tho trial for ball of Tom Cockrlll for

Need For Britton, 

T»gan Goss, a farm hand was the 
next \viti>e«». He aild tiiat he was 
working on the Hnrgls form ti the 
lime Cockrlll was killed. Britt.»n al¬ 
so worked on the farm, b^ing foic-man 
of the hands. 

Do July 22. 1902. the day Cockrlll w’as 
shot, they were working In the hay 
field. B<»t.ween 11 and 12 o’clock the 
horn blew for dinner. .After dinner the 
work hands went out under a shude 
tree to rest. Britton niid Elbert Ha.r- 
gla passed by*. Britton had taken off 
his working clothes and pul on his 
good cloPhes. As they* passed Elbert 
Hargis said: "You boys go on ami do 
the beat you can with the hay; I have 
use for Britton up In town." The tw*o 
then left, going toward Jackson. The 
witness aald u great deal of hay was 
down and only three men were left to 
stack It, He didn’t soe Britton any 
more that day* or that night. 

On cross-examln.atlon •^r the defense. 
Goss jaild that Briwon had been com¬ 
plaining of 111 health most all of the 
sumnwr. He didn’t know If Britton 
went to aJekson to see a doctor on Uhe 
day Cockrlll was sliiot.

JobnjBon On Stand. 

The redoubtable Albert Sidney John¬ 
son, who la said to have badly scared 
Judge ^’^imes during the last trial at 
Jackson, was called to the w*Uness 
stand. He said he had lived In Jack- 
son for fifteen yearn nnd knew all the 
prinrcipals in the feud oases. On the 
day Cockrlll was killed he heard the 
shots fired and looked out of a window 
of the (Tardwell building. Shortly after 
the shooting he saw Spicer, Jett and 
Britton In the Courthouse d«jor and saw 
Jett cross the street toward the Hnrgls 
store. He also saw Britton before the 
shooting, heard someone In the second 
story of the Hargis store call to Britton 
and he answered and they went to the 
Posrtofflce and back to the Hargis 
store and went in. remained a short 
thne in the store and went across the 
street to the Courthouse and disap¬ 
peared Inside tthe building. Someone 
was with Britton when he crossed the 
street, but he couldn’t recall who that

Golden had secured credit to the 
amount of $1 at Mrs. Sangsteris res¬ 
taurant, and had left his overcoat In 
pledge for payment of the debL Later 
he demanded It. refusing to pay his 
bill, and Mrs. Sangster declined to let 
him have the coat. Drawing a re¬ 
volver Golden pointed It at Mrs. Sang¬ 
ster and threatened to shoot her If she 
did not surrender the garment. 

"I don’t think you are game en »ugh 
to .Mhpot,” coolly replied the woman, as 
she wiped off a table. 

Golden pulled the trigger and she fell 
deiid. He ran Into the street, when 
City Marshal Leach, attracted by the 
shooting, arrived and ordered him to 
give up his gun. Golden attemptcxl to 
do some more shooting, but was killed 
by the marshal and two deputies.

Attempt To Arrest Hargla 

When court opened this morning W. 
N. Cope was the first witness placed on 
the stand. He had testified Monday but 
was recalled to tell of the attempt of 
James Cockrlll as Town Marshal of 
Jackson, the arest of Judge James Har¬ 
gis In 1902 on a warninl for a breach 
of the peace. In his testimony to-day* 
(Tope said that Cockril! summoned him 
to assist. In making the arrest. They 
met Hargis and Ed Callahan near the 
door of the Hargis’ office building and 
(TOokrlll put his hand on Hargis' arm 
and told him he was under orrost. Har¬ 
gis pushed Cockrlll off the sidewalk and 
Hargis and Callahan both put their 
han^ In trheir hip pockets. James and 
Tom ChckrlU drew their pistols when 
Hargis went into his store and came 
back upon the sidewalk with a Win¬ 
chester rifle In his hand and said to 
Cockrlll. "Come on and get me \t you 
can." This a'os said In a loud and 
boisterous voice. Cockrlll replied, 
"(?ome out and I will take the rifle 
fmm Hargis, but the latter held on to 
It. and would not give it up. The wit¬ 
ness did not remember exactly h«»w the 
Incident ended, but said that Cockrlll 
left without making the arrest.

Hargis Showed Feeling. 

C. X. Bowling, w’ho had also h^cm on 
the stand before was recalled and a.«^k- 
cd If h© had heard any romark.a made 
by Hargis aUter the aWempted at rest. 
He said he was In the Hargis »ff.i'C 
building soon after the occurrence and 
heard Judge Hargis twty to mme one, 
witness thought was Ed '.^alUnan; 
"The low down dirty sioundrel had th* 
nerve to walk In frond of iiiy place 
after he had tried to kill m»*." W'Hno^s 
B-.iid he had seen Cockrlll pass the 
HargiB sti'Te a few* days before this re¬ 
mark was made. On crn8s-exa:nlnation 
Attorney Kemper fer the defense elicit, 
ed from the wUnran an HdmlS'*lm that 
he had talked with Attorney Byrd be¬ 
fore gfilng on the si,ind. Kemper hotly 
iw-ntied Byrd and the latter arose and 
asked Judge Parker If an attorncy-at- 
law* had the right to question a wit¬ 
ness before he went on the .stand, ntiil 
if so. he asked the court to so infonn 
the Jury. 

Mr. Komper qlrlckly spoke In re¬ 
sponse. saying this was not only the 
right, but the duty of an attorney, hut 
claimed that ihrr:? c|ua<«tlriivs acic .".'k- 
ed to .show 4hut Byrd rend the 
testimony’ given In the former irinl 
preparing him for the prc-sen; Ustl- 
niotiy.

TAFT TELIE THEM OF THEIR 
MANY BLESSINGS. 


HIS ADDRESS AT PONCE. 


Ponce. Porto Rico, April 17.—Secre¬ 
tary Taft and his party. Gov. Wlnlhrop 
and the Insular officers accompanying 
them, arrived here y«tcrday after¬ 
noon. 

A banquet In honor of the Secretary 
was given by the city last night. 

Hermlnlo Dlax, a member of the Ex¬ 
ecutive Council, acted as toastmaster, 
and made a long speech. In which be 
Introduced Secretary Taft. He made a 
strong plea for citizenship and ex- 
pr€»8sed the hope that .Secretary Taft 
would unite with President Roosevelt 
against Speaker Cannon who. when 
here recently, gave the Porto Ricans 
little hope In the matter of citizenship. 

Secretary Taft then spoke vigorously, 
saying in part: 

Again 1 am urged to make full and 
specific deckiraticm regarding th© policy 
or the t’nlted Slates toward the people 
of Porto Rico. I am only a humble 
member of President Roosevelt’s (?aiblnet. 
Whatever I may think or whatever I 
may do are matters of little Importance 
to the p«Mple of this island. I can only 
invoke your attenllon to the fact that 
ProsJdenrt Roosevelt has visited P>rto 
Rloo otul the island has been visited b>’ 
Mr. Root, the S<*cretar>' of State. ,ind by 
Mr. (^nnoti. Speaker of tlw House of 
Representatlvee, In some respects the 
most powerful man In the Repulbfic. What 
those visits Indicate Is this: That the 
people ivf the I'nitcd Statos iutve a deep 
affection for the people of Porto Rico and 
f«‘el more kindly toward them and have 
a greater Interest In them than In the 
per/ple of CXibn or the Philippi ties. The 
I’idtcd RUites iios gathered Porto Rico to 
her bosom <uid hoe glv*en her that which 
means the tmueiial progress of Uu* Island 
—the henefii of fhe rmtrkets of the United 
&he has giv**n her the mark-'is 
and tho pnjsperity she enjoys to-duy. She 
has given every Porto Ricsn the s^nie 
llb«»rty eivjoyed by the peep.*© of the 
United Stale*. 

You iwty you have not been given cllJ- 
zeiishlp. President Rfxveev'elt has recom¬ 
mended llmt «*ltiz<'niflil;> be* given, but 
th«'‘re have been coiigreAsionaJ difficulties 
with reference to this matter. I am not 
de.'iling. however, with genernMtles; but 
with the concrete faclB, 1 ask wlwi Is 
it that a Porto Rican doeo not enjoy that 
nn Ami^can enjoy»«? You have every 
guarantee and security which a elilz.-n 
of the Unltfd Suites h4is ujider the Consil- 
tution. You ha\*e the writ of habeas cor¬ 
pus and the trial by jur>'. and when you 
are In a foreign country the Muno flig 
pn>tects .vou that protects a citizen of 
tlie Uniti^l Stales. Therefore, while Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt urges cttlzenship. he urg*'s 
It on the ground of gratKvIng the Bontl- 
ment of the people of this island. But 
when >'ou come to examine the fart* of 
what >’ou ask, the question is whether It 
is not noniinoi rather than substantial.

That the trial of tjT questloi|f like this 
la confined to determining whether 
there has been a compliance with th© 
law In the conduct of the election, and 
If not, to remand the question to the 
people. 

F<wjrth—That neither parole testi¬

Jumps On Harvey Brown. 


Continuing, the attorney went back 
to the election in the city of Louis¬ 
ville In 1903. detailing what he termed 
I outrages committed at that time. Out 
of It grew the City Club, and there 
follow'ed a determined effort tb purify 
politics of the city, resulting In the 
putting In the field of the Fusion ticket 
of 1906. He declared the movement to 
have been started regardless of the po¬ 
litical affiliation of its fmembers. Turn¬ 
ing to Democratic counsel, he called 
upon the lawyer who would follow him 
In argument to point out If ho can any 
assault or outrage committed by mem¬ 
bers of that organization or their fol- 
I lowers either on the day of registra¬ 
tion or of election In 1905.

Taking up the days of 
registration, the attorney told the court 
of the trouble In which Fusionlsts Allen 
and Bryan figured w'lth the police, 
charging that they w'ere w'ontonly at¬ 
tacked while acting within the law as 
the representatives of the FuslonLst 
party.

Efforts of Kepubllcans. 


Mr. Bullitt began speaking at 11:10 
a'clock. In the opening, he referred 
to the closing remark.^ of A. J. Car- 
roll. w'ho spoke yesterday. He charged 
the Democratic attorney with having 
spoken •‘contemptuously’* of tho con¬ 
testants and of their methods In the 
campaign and election controversy.

W. J. Bryr.n Speaks Briefly. 


On this point, Mr. Bullitt In sub¬ 
stance said: 

Wo find that there are 1,^9 Illegal 
registrations shown In Jh© rec^d; that 
thore Is no serious attempt to connect 
the Republican party with them; that the 
Democratic party alone had tho power to 
protect this crime, and tho consequent 
crlmb of Illegal voting. We further find

“There Is one other subject which I 
would have been pleased to see Incorpo¬ 
rated in your resolutions, but w'hlch the 
committee has not deemed w'ise, and 
that Is that the time has come when 
the lending of money to a belligerent 
b- a neutr^ State should be regarded 
as being as objectionable as th© fur¬ 
nishing of powder for the shot and 
shell. It Is wn-ong to say that pow<ler. 
lead and shell arc contraband and then 
to allow the money' lenders to furnish 
the mejins of buying tho things that arc 
forbidden. It Is a wTong principle 
W'hlch fUlow's a few money lenders to 
profit by the distress of niitlons.’’

EQUIPMENT TO GO AT AUCTION 


Indications are that within the next 
few days the franchise and t^iulpment of 
the Louis Wile and Jeffersonville Ferry 
Company will be put up at public auction 
and bought In oy sooftio of the larger 
stockholders, who w'lll continue the sfcr%'- 
fee on a reduced capital stock. This was 
given out lost nlglit by one of the minor¬ 
ity stockholders of the company. At any 
rate. It la almost certain that there will 
be no Interruption in the ferry service be¬ 
tween Louisville and Jefrersonvllle, and 
that the business will be cotuluoted proc- 
tlcaily on the some lines as heretofore. 

John W. Barr. Jr. chairman of the 
stockholders’ committee appointed to take 
charge of the disposition of the company’s 
equipment, said last night that no definite 
action along that line w'as taken at yes- 
terda>'’s meeting for tho reason that there 
was Insufficient voting strength repre¬ 
sented by th© directors present. 

By the terms of a resolution adopted at 
the shtockholders* meeting the franchise 
and property of the company was to ho 
disposed of at public auction if not sold 
through other channels by April 17. The 
committee reported that offers had been 
made for the fem' boats and excursion 
boats, but It was not deemed to be for 
the best Interests of the str><(lioIders to 
let them go at the prices nanfveil"!n the 
offers. U was the sentiment of the di¬ 
rectors present that the property of the 
company be disposed of In small lots, and 
there was talk of some of the larger 
stockhcHdors pooling their Interests, buy¬ 
ing In the franchise and other property, 
and operating the ferry on a reduced cap¬ 
ital stock. 

It w'os suggested that the franchise, 
(ho excursion boat 8 un.shlne and one or 
the ferry boats be put up In one lot. and 
tho excur 8 U>ru l>oat Columbia, the excur¬ 
sion resort Fern Grove and the other 
ferry boat be out up In another. These 
lots nreto bid In for sums larger than 
has thus far been offered for any of them- 
It was not thought that there would be 
any public bid to exceed the bids that 
will bo made by .the p<ivl of stocKholdors 
and confidence was expressed by those 
who advanced the suggestion tliai the 
property would be knocked dow'n to them 
as the highest bidders.

BOWLING GREEN ^^LOYALISTS* 
HAVE SITE IN VIEW. 


STILL CLAIM OLD PROPERTY. 


Bowling: Green. Ky.. April 17.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—The “Cumberland Prwbyterlan 
Building Company’" haa fllod articles 
of Incorporation In the County Court 
Clerk’s office. The Incorporators are 
T. W. Stone, J. W. Goodrum, H. H- 
Denhaxdt. J. K. McGlnnts. C. W. Stone, 
Joseph D. Smith, Ed Oaks and others, 
and it is stated that the business 
to be transacted by the corporation 
is the purchase and sale of real estate 
and the building and erection thereon 
of houses and other improvements for 
church purposes. 

The primary object, however, is the 
purchase of suitable properly and the 
erection thereon of a church building 
to be use<l as a place of worship by 
the members of the Cumberland Pres¬ 
byterian church of Bowling Green, Ky., 
of which the Incorporators are now 
members. The capital stock of the 
corporation Is $4,000, divided into 800 
shares of $3 each. 

They already have a site in view, 
but while this Is true they do not in 
any way waive their rights In and to 
the pi\»perty of what Is now known as 
the Eleventh - street Presbyterian 
Church. There Is a suit pending In 
Western Kentucky Involving the same 
points that would necessarily be In¬ 
volved If suit were brought here, and 
for this reason the Cumberland Pres¬ 
byterians have withheld suit here, 
waiting the termination of the one In 
Western Kentucky. 

The corporation is to continue for 100 
years unless sooner for any rt^ason the 
Cumberland Presbyterian Church shall 
go out of existence In Bowling Green, 
whether by union with any other 
church, by which union either Its name, 
doctrine or organization Ik surrendered, 
or In any other mariner. In either event 
all the property* belonging to the cor¬ 
poration shall be sold and the proceeds 
of the sale divided among the stock¬ 
holders.

In fact, the man literally has lived two 
lives—one life ending three years ago, 
wiien he was struck on tiho he.id and a 
lejslon of live brain developed; the other 
btginniug the day tho lust of a series of 
dello&le, astonishingly ^successful opcrii- 
tions mode him a sensAUto being once 
more.

Paraly¬ 
sis followed. Then cume motor upliusla, 
then loss of speech. The man W'as slow.y 
becoming a mere animal, so far as imei- 
lect and perception wrere concerned. 

Kune was Uikeii to Bollevue. I w'o and 
a luilf inches of his skull were rcnwvi-d 
and title pressure relieved. He rcco\’ered 
from epileifisy, but his right side, con- 
lro*4t.o. by the loft lobe of the brain, was 
Thiiiralyzed.

The court here, in reversing, says 
the evidence seems to show that the 
appellee was killed w'fille on the wires 
of the Cumberland Company, and that 
this company owed him no special duty 
to provide for his safety; that the low'er 
court should have instructed peremp¬ 
torily for the Cuhiberland. and that if 
no Judgment could be awarded again^'t 
It none could be obtained against the 
appellant company. Special Judge Ter¬ 
rell and Justice o’Roar write a separate 
concurring opinion.

PHYSICIANS AND AXTraORITIES 
ALARMED ABOUT HER. 


NO ONE ALLOWED TO SEE GIRL 


Anna EHy. daughter of John B. Etly. 
accused of the murd«»r of hiH wife, Mrs. 
Virginia Elly, nnd who will be the prin¬ 
cipal prosecuting witness .igaln.Ht the ac¬ 
cused when his trial Is called. May 21, Is 
In a .terlous condition at the City Hos- 
plbil. and the officials connected with the 
investigation are worried lest tho girl 
should not survive her present l!lnes.<i. 
Siiico the sensational fonfeeslon of Anna 
Etly. In which she charged tluit her fath¬ 
er was the slayer of her mother, nnd the 
subsciiuent arr.'st of Elly, the girl had 
been oared for ut tho Convent of the Good 
Shepherd. 

She was taken suddenly III on Tuesday 
and the attending phy.'delan pronounced 
the malady typhoid fever. In order that 
the best of treatment could be adminis¬ 
tered In the hope of improving'hor con¬ 
dition. Kkc was taken to the hospital. It 
was snlH at the hospital last night tliat 
the candition of the girl Is serlou.s. and 
for that rea-son no one Is allow'ed to see 
hor except tho physicians and nurs.‘s. The 
remo'xil of the girl to the hospital was 
done ns quietly tis possible, anJ C''ery ef¬ 
fort was made to prevent the change be¬ 
coming public. 

Should she succumb to her iiresent lll- 
nesH the Commonwealth would be utoatly 
handicapped in the nrosecutloi of Etly, 
and should another change for ’he worse 
occur In the condition of the girl It is 
likely that an ante-mortem statement will 
be taken by the officials, to be used 
.'tgulnst Etly on the trial of the exua*. 
While no one is allowed to see the girl 
at the hospital, no orders to that effect 
have as yet been Issued by the city or 
county officials, the precaution being 
taken by th** hospital niithorllles becau.se 
of the serious condition of the girl.

that these records have been coni:eab?d 
or destroyed for tho purpose of prevent¬ 
ing and obstruclfng this Investigation. 

In this connection 1 wish respectfully 
to call attention of the pnjpor officials to 
the following sections of the Statutes; 

Sections 4137-8-9 requiring KherllTs Xti 
keep certain accounts and books and tliat 
s^ie be subject to Inspection, and pii>- 
vldlng a fine of not lees than tlfij- (160) 
or more than two hundred <|200) dollars 
for each failure to make the entries on 
said, books as required by law. 

Section 4,226 provides thuit If any person 
having custody of the papers, books or 
records of an office, which the Slate In* 
spector and Exunvlner bi authorised 
Investigate, shall fail or refuse to p«*nnli 
Inspection of same when called on by the 
Inspector and Exan^lnor for that purpean*, 
he sliall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon con\'1etlon on on Indictment In the 
Franklin Circuit Co.urt be fined not ex 
ceedtng |500. 

Section 4,(S2S also provides that If any 
officer shall directly or Indlreotiy prevent 
or attempt to prevent or obstruct an ex¬ 
amination into hls official conduct by tho 
StiLte Inspector and Examiner, its provld- 
edby law, he shall be deemed guiltv of a 
high mwdemeanor and upon conviction on 
Indictment In the Franklin Circuit Court 
be fined $CO0. 

The failure to s«)cure tho records of the 
office left no ottier method of procedure, 
except the endeavor to discover what 
property In said couqty was not listed for 
taxation on the Assessor’s booloi or bj* 
the County Court, and c^Ul upon the prop¬ 
erty owners for Inspoctlon of their tax 
rec€*lpis In proof of the payment of taxes 
on same.

Assesser's Book Mutilatsd. 


S^i^’ond—The mutilation of Assessor’s 
books. 

Out of thirteen Assoffsor's books exam¬ 
ined for years 1893 to 1906. eight of same, 
book* for year* 1894. 1896. 1896. 1897. 189S. 
1899. 1902 and 1908 were found to have been 
materially mutilated. The leaves comtala- 
Inif the. additional assessments by the 
Board of Supervisors ha\ing been torn 
and removeil from each of said books. 

I have been unable to secure any exact 
information os to when these recorils w«‘re 
removed The County Court Clerk. 
R. J. Walker, custodian of soM book.**, 
slates thill; he was not a(^*are of 
the mutilation or removal of th<' 
mlaslng pages from siild books until 
hls attention was called to sam^-* 
during the Inv^esttgatlon and that he 
has no Iwforrnatlon tending to show by 
whom and when these records were re¬ 
moved. except that his aiieotlon had lKM*n 
directed to book for 1903. Just prior to the 
beginning of the Investigation, and tb.it 
said book was at that time complete, fix 
Ing the time of removal of the pages from 
this book. (ifx:umstancee indicate that 
the book for year 1902. as well as 1903. was 
mutilated, when It was undenitood the 
Investigation would only tie for the term 
1902-1905. and the other books later. W'hen 
It was leamod that the other terms were 
also to be Investigated. 

Books for 19D0 and 1901 w'ere anumg the 
records taken charge of by me at the be- 
ginning of the Invoetlgatlon and removed 
from the Clerk’s offit?e. and year 18‘»3 wa* 
not Included In the published call for Uix 
recelpta ^ 

But whenwer done, the systomalk* mu¬ 
tilation of Assessor’s books was evidently 
an attempt to shield the Sheriffs from a 
full accounting of the amounts collected 
from the property owners of Owen coun¬ 
ty as taxes and wiUiliold from the State 
and coumy. • 

• • • 

Tax Receipts Missing. 

Third—Tho ImpoeslblUty ot Inspecting 
all tax receipts Issued by the Sheriffs. 

The charges filed were based uPAm a 
charge thaii the assessments recorded, by 
which the Sheriffs were charged, did not 
contain the assessments of all the prop-' 
erly In the county. Tlieae ix*cords have 
been made further Incomplete by tho mu¬ 
tilations above mentioned. 

Without the records of the office there 
can be no complete checking of Its trans¬ 
actions, except by an exandnation of all 
tax receipts Issued, and this In view' of the 
number of taxpayers and length of the 
period cot’cred by the Investigation la Im¬ 
possible. 

An earnest endeavor has, however, been 
made to secure and examine a* many 
receipts as possible Issued by these Sher¬ 
iffs. In this we have been onp>sed by tlie 
influence of the Sheriffs and In many In¬ 
stances It has been clolmol that receipts 
were lost or misplaced, when not true. 

Where cross-checking the Assessors 
books disclosed tho omission of assess¬ 
ment for any year, repeated notl^ woro 
moiled to the properly owner where ad- 
dreea could bo secured, requesting the pto- 
ductlon of tho tax receipt for that year. 

Notices were publlslied in tlie new^>a- 
pers colUng on lUl Uxpayers to allow 
copies to bo made of thdr tax receipts. 

Records of tho seHlcments of guoJdlanx. 
admlnlstratora, etc., were searched for 
evidence of lax payments and deed books 
for the ownership of property. 

Men were employed to ride every pre¬ 
cinct In the county for receipts not pro¬ 
duced under the notices. 

The names of property owners of the 
past five wars whose reoolpis were not 
>nid'uc>ed oy the above measure* were 
.’umlshed J. F. Hawn, lU'venUe Agent, 
State-at-large, and by notices and suits 
for the assessnwrift of the property, the 
Inspoetion of the tax receipts or proof of 
payment secured.

17X>00 Receipts Examined. 

In this n^anner more than 17,000 tax re¬ 
ceipts have been examined itnd record 
made of same upon cards prepared fjr 
that purpose. ... . ^ 

'’Pheae cards, pTOT>erly Indexed, are filed 
in the office of the County Judge of Owlo 
county and show the names of the tax¬ 
payers. rlM> dates and amounts oZ col- 
eotlons, the Sheriff or Deputy collecting, 
the number of the' list, os it appears on 
the Sheriff’s tax book, also the amounts 
and Items of aswessmont. where same 
were on the Assessor’s books 

Where the receipt shriws the colloctlon 
of taxes (and search of Che Assessors 
book for tho year and Cnunty Court ordetp 
book falls to disclose an assessment), the 
Sheriff has been charged with the taxes 
coUeoted, and the Btale’s pa^t of same de¬ 
termined. ^ , 

Where the examination of Assessors 
book* disclosed the assessment of certain 
prowsrty. and the same does not appear 
on the book for the following year, but 
retippeors on the book for the next suc¬ 
coring year, the Sheriff has been charged 
writih taxes for iho omitted year, caicn- 
lated on tho assessment of the preceding 
year. 

Where tho Assessor's b<»oks show iho 
assessments of property and the amounts 
of same are not Included In the totals or 
there are errors In iiddltlons and oxten- 
sions. charges have been made of tho 
taxes due on the amouints thus omitted. 

That the practices disclosed by tills m- 
vesJllgii'tlon have existed for such length 
of lime and to such extent reflect se- 
^'>ere^y on the efficiency of the oflk’er* of 
•raid county, charged with the duties of 
representing the Interests of the Staie 
and county.

The Sheriffs, in making these books, 
left a numbi*r of blank lines or spaces be¬ 
tween the names, beginning with differ¬ 
ent letters, in each precinct, and In these 
sjuices the names and assessment* of 
"sleepers'* were inserted In the same 
handwriting and the books used for the 
collection of taxes and on allowance of 
exonerations, as if a true co$>y of the 
Assessors’ books made by the clerks. 

The lines upon these books were num¬ 
bered and tax receipt* Issued from same, 
generally, hitve the number of the lino 
placed thereon; In this report we have 
culled such numbers "list numbers," and 
by means of them we have been greatly 
fisted In search of the Assessor^ book 
for assessments, and have been able to 
determine what taxpayers and nasess- 
ment had been erased from the ^Vaseasom' 
books: 

For (he term 1898-1897. tho Fiscal Court 
did not include the increase of assess¬ 
ments made by the SUte Board of 
Equalization, In tho accounts of charges 
against tho Sheriff.

By the failure of the Fiscal Court to 
charge the Increase made by the State

As to Just what means w'ere employed 
to prevent tho A**«.*H8or8 and Board of 
Supervisors from returning more complete 
lists of assessments. It cannot now be 
dlKcovoped, but that numerous assess¬ 
ments. not on the Assessors’ books, ap¬ 
peared on the tax books prepared by the 
Bherlff* Is clearly proven, by the receipts 
exiunlned and the list numbers thecro:>n. 

Deputy Sheriffs were furnlahcd copies 
of these tnx books, and with receipts 
numbered to correspond to the stubs 
thereto. Insuring an ncmuntlng for same, 
should the Deputy collect from any 
"sleeper" by oversight or otherwise 
omitted from these book*.

Erasures. 


In the matter of erasures, there wore 
none found upon the book for the year 
1904 and those on book for 1905 were, with 
one exception, erasure* of the amounts of 
the assessmenits of some Item of property 
of tho taxpayer, the lines not used upon 
said book for 19(fi having been punched 
as is noifr required by law. For the other 
yi'Ars the erasures are for the most part 
of names and the entire Hat of taxpayer*. 
ItL all instances tho extensions and totals 
were changed to corrospund. 

That these erasures tvere made before 
tho additions w'ere certifl*.*! Is shown by 
the fact that totals of the ttages corre¬ 
spond w’lth the totals as certified In the 
recapItulsHon sheets forwarded to the 
Auditor by the County Court xClerks. 

That the Sheriff* . hnd knowledge of 
same and placed the proper asse.ssments 
on their tax books Is shown by tho tax 
receipts Issued, the list numbers on Vwtld 
receipts fixing the place of the erasure* 
In the Assessors’ books as the plaoes from 
which they were copied to the lax books.

Assessments By County Court. 

The Inspection ot the record-s of the 
Auditor’# office for the years 1893-1905 
shows that there ha* not been a report 
by either County Court Clerk or Sheriff 
of tho assessment of hny property omit¬ 
ted from the Assessor’s book or the col¬ 
lection of any taxes on some.

Exonerations. 

The average of the exonerations for the 
term.* 1898-1897 and 1888-1901 was about $900 
and not being greatly In execs* of the 
average of other counties, whose totals of 
aflBwsment equnl those of Owen county, 
these cxonerntipnfi were not Investigated. 

Birt tho amount for the term 1902-1905 
was $4,401.61, and being so greatly In ex¬ 
cess of the usual amount, a full Investi¬ 
gation of some was made, disclosing 
nearly ever>' form of Irregularity possible, 
and that credits had l>een i^ven aiul 
money wrongfully drawn from the State 
Trxtasury during said term, to tho aihount 
of $3.(^1 74. 

Ths lists of exonerations as filed with 
the Auditor are properly certified by the 
County Court Clerk. R. J. Walker, and 
the majority of the orders for same ap¬ 
pear on the County Court order hook. 

Irregularities found are a* follow*:

In Exhibit B we have given the amounts 
of the ansessments on the pages missing 
from tho Assessor’s book, and the 
amounts of taxes collectable on same for 
each year. 

For the year 1903 there were also mlSRlng 
pages containing certain lists by tlie As¬ 
sessor, which w’ere nmrked "miscellan*?. 
oils lists.” We have been able to Identify 
the mnpjorlty of the assessments of said 
missing pages and tile charges for "sle.-p- 
ers” comalning nearly all of said assess¬ 
ments, we have given the Sheriff credit 
for the full amount of taxes due on the 
assessments Ifi said lists amounting to 
$279.67. 

Credits have not been given on the 
amounts of the aKtc-ssmqnta by the Super- 
vUors. where missing, for the reaecm that 
we have been able to supply game It^ somo 
Instances, and that fact that for each 
year more than two hundred (200) lines 
were used upon the SherlfTa tax book, for 
the names and lists of "sleepers,” and 
we have b«*eri unable to determine with 
any certainly w'hal amount* were real¬ 
ized by tlio SVheiiffs from same. Further 
than this these Sheriffs have or can pro- 
ouro the tax book ifiade and use^l by 
them, and from these books xUone It can 
now be determined whether^ or not wre 
have chargul them, as "slec^pers,” any 
taxes where the assossmonts were made 
by the Board of 8uper\'l*ors. 

At the close of this ln%*eetlgallon the 
amounts found duo the State for term 
1902-1906 were suhmJtted to the Sheriffs, W. 
P. Swope and J. W. Gayle, and Mr. Gayle 
Instructed Mr. Swope, hls deputy, to allow 
U8 the use (for comparison) of tho stub- 
books of tax receipt* for year IftiG. which 
was partially compiled w'ltli. 

Tliere Is no denial by J. W. Gayle. P. A. 
Alcfxander and W. P. Swopo of Uio prac- 
tlfW' of collecting taxes from the so-callevl 
"Bloepers,” o« It I* admitted by them, and 
In a publlshwl Interview w’lth one of them 
an attempt was made to justify same, 
upon the ground that the property of lax- 
pay#vni of sahl county Is .assesses] much 
lower than it should be. and that the Sher¬ 
iffs fell tiuit they were wronged by this. 

In the amount* found due by the Sher¬ 
iffs to the State wo have lncnido<l 6 per 
cent, penalty on taxes and 6 per cent. In. 
terest to this date on all other Items, ex. 
rept error In recapitulation, as Is shown 
fully In the exhibits filed herewith. 

In conclusion wo desire to say that, as 
far as possible, chls report oontalna q, 
simple statement of tho facts a* develop¬ 
ed and we have rtnly given concluslona or 
opinions where ne<'e*sary to explain mat¬ 
ter* under discussion.

He con¬ 
tended that as the witness had said 
he was a nephew of Dr. Cox. and as 
tho time referred to James Hargis 
was being tried for the murder of Cox, 
If tho defense could show Johnson's 
Interest In this prosecution by proving 
that he "loaded himself with w'hlaky 
and armed himself with a pistol and 
stepped up on the Judge's stand and 
remarked: "1*11 slap this d~d old 
Judge in the face to let him know I 
am here.” that the defense ought to 
bo allowed to present this evidence lo 
the jury. 

Col. Allen and Attorney Byrd argued 
vehemently that this testimony 1* In¬ 
competent. After a lengthy discussion 
the objection lo the question was sus¬ 
tained by the court. 

Attorney Muir then asked the wit¬ 
ness if at the same trial w'hilc Judge 
J. J. C. Bach was arguing a point of 
law he did not cry out, "Sit, down," 
Objection to this was sustained. John, 
son said he had testified for the Com¬ 
monwealth In enarly all the Breathitt 
county cases and had shown consider¬ 
able Interest In some of the cases, espe¬ 
cially those for the killing of Dr. Cox. 
He admitted furnishing prosecution 
witnesses money to defray their ex¬ 
penses Incurred in attending the trials 
and said he took an order from the 
witnesses for their fees, giving them 
ninety cents on the dollar for jhelr 
claims. 

While Muir was cross-examining 
Johnson Attorneys Kemper and Pol¬ 
lard prepared two questions which 
Muir read to tho witness. He asked. 

Did you, at Matt Crawford's residence 
tell Arch Crawford that you would 
slap Judge Carnes In the face?" The 
i;ourt sustained the objection to this 
question. Muir then asked: '*Dld you 
gti to nlho Thompson house, where 
Judge Carnes was stopping, tipd load a 
4d-callbre rdstol and inquire for the 
Judge?” (Jbjectlon lo this question 
was also sustained.

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Mr. Spencer further testified that 
about 11 o’clock that night ho heard 
two men pass the jail and about a min¬ 
ute after saw two men pass oil horse¬ 
back going toward the bridge. Both 
men were bowed down close to their 
horses oivd each had a rifle. This cor¬ 
roborates John Smith's story of how he 
and John Abner left Jackson after thej’ 
had shot Cockrill In the afternoon. 

Henry V. Noble, School Superlntend- 
ervt of Breathitt county, testified that 
he was empkiyed at Hargis Brother^ 
store for about ten years and at the 
time iCockrill was killed. He said that 
at Uie time there was a room on the 
second floor over the store which v/as 
used a* a bedroom. Tliere was a bed. a 
dresser and similar furniture in the 
room. Fyom two to five guns were also 
kepn there and several gun* were also 
kefit in another room In the store build¬ 
ing. These guns mnged from 22-callb<»r i 
rifles to double-barreled WInch'lesier 
shotguna. He was at hi* home on the 
othero side of the river at the time of 
the shooting, and about an hour after¬ 
ward came across the river and went 
to hls office In the courthouse. A* ho 
wont In the front door he saw Britton. 
Bibert Hargis; Jesse Spicer Curt Joti 
and some others in courthouse hull. 
He remained In hls office about fifteen 
minutes. He hod seen Jett and Britton 
About the Hargis' store at different 
Umes before the shooting. 

H. C. Hurst; assistant postmaster at 
Jackson was tho next witness. He 
stated that he was in the posrt-offlcc 
when C^K-krlll was killed. Ho WiW 
Cockrill and Britton In tho pwist-offlce 
a short time before the ahootlng. lie 
was preparing tho mall for the g. 
and E.. trains. Th(nx> wna about seven 
shot* and upon hearing them he went 
to the dtior and looking up tho ntreet, 
saw Britton come out of the Court¬ 
house. 

He also saw Curt oJtit and another 
man whom ho did not recognize. J»»tt 
who had a big plstcM In hls hand, went 
across to' the Hargis store. \b Jett 
walked Into tho store a largo number 
of people wero In the doorway and us 
Jett puKhod hia way through the <rcwd 
he said:, "Whaft In tho hell Is all tht. 
shooting about.” The count excluded 
the statement that Jett made and In¬ 
structed the jury not to consider it in 
the evidence.

Wmifun Spencer, former Jnllex of 


Anse White. broUicir of Tom White, 
who la ncm' serving a term in the peni¬ 
tentiary for the murder of James B. 
Marcum, made a strong witness, 
though at times hls quaint phrases anl 
droll humor caused much laughter In 
the court room. In which even the 
Judge could hardly refrain from join- 
h>g. 

He testified that he was horn in 
Jackson, and had known Judge Hargis 
t)wenty-»flvo years. In .March, 1902, he 
went to Jiickson on the day that Tom 
Cockrill v^-as Arraigned on motion for 
ball for having killel Ben Hargis. He 
said as hls brother, Tom, had been In¬ 
dicted for niurdeiT. and he thought he 
would go to see If Judge Hargis could 
not help him out. When he went Into 
th«^ Hargis store Judge Hargis seermd 
glad lo gee him, and after a little talk 
Hargis reached under the counter and 
handod him out a forty-five caliber pis¬ 
tol and told him to go over to the 
courthouse with Hayes and Curt Jett, 
and when Hayes started a fuss over 
there to kill Dr. Co.x, Tom and Jim 
Cockrill, Jim Marcum, Lawyer Vaughn 
’^nd a few othirs" 

White said he put the pistol under 
hls coot, and. as he did not knonv eJtt 
hut did know Hayes, he followed the 
latter over to the courthouse. Before 
he started Judge Hargis gald to him. 
"You go over and tiuke a seat behind 
Curt Jolt and Hiram Haj'es «nd when 
they raise a fuss you begin to shvjot 
and kill Jim Cockrill. Tom Cockrill. Dr. 
Cox, Jim Marcum and Lawyer 
Vaughn." 

When tJhey got over to the court 
house he sal down behind Hayes. "Di¬ 
rectly,” said the witness, "Hayes got 
up and walked over In front of the bjir, 
as I calls It, and called somebody a 

-. I got up then and went 

over there and set myself behind the 
big stove. It looked like there was 
going to be some shooting and I didn't 
^VYint to get In Pt.” 

When asked what he did then, the* 
witness answered. "I sot there.” He 
aald Vaughn jumped up. bu< before 
any trouble could break out Deputy 
Sheriff III Cejvters orrested Hayes ond 
stopped the row.

Kentucky’s Tobacco C?rop. 

A psoeiit bulletin from tho Kentucky 
Agricultural Station gives some valu- 
abls data in regard to the Kentucky 
imbaoeo crop. Two vaxlelies are raised 
In the State, each having an area es- 
paoially adapted for its production. 
Western Kentucky and a considerable 
district centering arouiui Clarksville, 
fiTennessee, comprising the dark to¬ 
bacco dUtrlcL produce an article 
which not only euppUes a ready mar¬ 
ket at home, but also finds Its way Into 
the German, French, Italian and other 
Kuropean markets. Central Kentucky, 
comprising the lower sllurlan or Blue- 
grasis formation. Is the area known as 
the White Burley district. In which 
qu^Ky of soil alone that variety of 
Rooo Is eruocesafully grown, and of 
ich but little is produced, save In 
Kentucky. 

The largTeet consumption of both 
white Burley and the dark types is in 
the msJiufaxsture of plug tobacco. It 
being used both as wrapper andi filler, 
depending, to some extent, on the color, 
texture and size of the leaf. The ijuallty 
of tobacco used for plug alone \*aiies 
considerably, as It la gradied In color 
from light yellow to mahogany and 
brown In the Burley tobacooe, and 
from the ple-bald to a dark red and 
dark brown. Including the hea%Tr 
Green river filler In the dork tobacco 
dlstiioL Large qiiantllles of Kentucky 
tobacco of both varieties are also used 
In the manufacture of smoking tobac- 
C50, cigars and snuff, wdille the rpd and 
brown t>Vw from both districts ar# 
used exclusively for plug wrapper and 
filler. The United States consumes a 
considerablo quantKy In the manufac- 
iture of plug tobacco, smoking tobacco, 
low grade tobacc4> ondi snuff. Great 
Britain Imports both the heavy and! 


conducted intelligently, is very deter- 
iomtlng to the soil. At an early period 
of Its production large areas of laud of 
virgin richness were reduced to com¬ 
parative sterility by continuous cultlvju 
ticui in this crop. But by a rotation of 
crops >^ith clover and other products 
which restore to the soil the ele¬ 
ments needed by the tobacco. Us fer¬ 
tility Is now kept at n high standard, 
without much detertoration or decrease 
of Its capacity for producing other valu¬ 
able crops In the Interim. One of the 
chemloal elements In soils contrlbtrting 
to the market value of tobaooo Is pot¬ 
ash, to whdoh Is largely ascribed the 
high quality of Cuban tobacco, owing 
to the potash In <tfho soil there, which 
is composed largely of the decomposi¬ 
tion of volcanic rocks which carry a 
high percentage of potash. It will bo 
well for those wlio raise tobaooo to 
know that there Is a marl which 
abounds in Kentucky In which there Is 
a good percentage of potash and which 
in time may prove valuable as a fer- 
Ulixer for tobacco landa It was 
found and its chemical value os 
a fertilizer demonstrated by the late 
Prof. N. S. Bhalor, when director of our 
Geological Survey, and named the 
Leltchfield iimrl from being found 
near the county seat of Grayson 
county, about thirty years ago. It 
oarrled about 8 per oenL of potash, 
which Prof. Shaier said w*as worth one 
dollar per cent, os a fertilizer for to- 
bacco. It has since been found In many 
other parts of the State, its geologioLl 
horizon not being in the Bluegrass re¬ 
gion, bUFt in the subcarboniferous or 
Bowling Green limestone formation. By 
such care in preventing the doterlora' 
tion of the soil, and Improving or main¬ 
taining the standard of the plant by the 
methods recemunended by our State 
Agricultumi Station, Kentucky will 
have no dlfTVculty In distancing all com¬ 
petition, not only In the quantity but 
quality of her tobacco crop. 
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Influence If the present conference 
cannot bind Governnoents, Us labors 
are stMi not to be regarded lightly. 

Secretary Itoot, in his address to the 
conference, d%veU upon what would be 
a great agent for peace-—an Interna¬ 
tional court. “VVhat AV'e n-eed for the 
further development of arbitration." 
said he, "Is the substitution of judicial 
action for diplomatic action, the sub¬ 
stitution of judicItU sense of responsi¬ 
bility for dipIoTi'.atlc sense of responsi¬ 
bility. We need for arbitrators, not 
distinguished public men concerned In 
all the International questions of the 
day. but judges who Vill be Interested 
only in the question appearing upon 
the record before them. Plainly, this 
end Is to be attained by the establish¬ 
ment of a court of permanent Jutlges, 
who will have no other occupation and 
no other Interest but the exercise of 
the judicial faculty under the sanction 
of that high sense of responsibility 
w'hlch has made the courts of justice 
In the civiliEed nations of the world 
the exponents of all that is best and 
noblest in modem civilization 

In an International court undoubted¬ 
ly lies the secret of permanent peace. 


Mght tobacco, principally of plug to-1

Germany Is the next big¬ 
gest buyer of Kentucky tobacco after 
Great Britain, using the dark variety, 
while several other countries of Europe 
and Africa also Import our tobacco In 
limited quantities. 

Kentucky la far in the lead of any 
other State In its production of tobacco. 
8 tads lies from the Year Book of the 
Department of Agriculture show that 
Kentucky produces on an average 267,- 
$83,630 pounds annually, while North 
Oarollmi and Virginia, following next, 
produce jointly 221.866.435 pounds. This 
proves that Kentucky produces annual¬ 
ly In round numbers 45,000.000 pounds 
more than these two States combined. 
The same rcjport sjso shows that she 
produces more than one-third the en¬ 
tire output of all the States, her aver¬ 
age acreage being ^.948 acres, which 
is more than one-third the acreage of 
the endre United States. The average 
farm value of the tobacco crop of Ken¬ 
tucky for the six years ending Decem¬ 
ber 1, 1906. was $16,437,538. double 

that of any other State and one- 
fourth of the farm value of the entire 
tobacco crop of the United .Statea 

Tbe cultivation of tobacco, unless 
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The Evacuation of Manchuria. 

The announcement of the complete 
evacuation of Manchuria by Russia and 
Japanese forces, In accordance with the 
teams of the Portsmouth treaty fixing 
April 15, 1907, as the limit of time for 
the transfer, marks the removal of the 
last vestige of the war which two years 
ago was drenching Manchurian fields 
with blood and striking t^ror to the 
hearts of all intiabltanta The war is 
actually and completelj' over, at lasL 

Russia w*ias so faithful to the treaty 
that her troops wtte removed by March 
21, sJtnoft a montn ahead of the speci¬ 
fied date. In this connection an official 
of the Foreign Office In St. Petersburg 
is qtioted as saying; ^ 

"It is a cofTiplGte justification of Rus¬ 
sians good faith in fulfilling the treaty. 
It w-as insinuated when the treaty W’as 
signed that Russia w’ould never abandon 
Manchuria, but W'ould find some means of 
evading her obligationa But the expira¬ 
tion of the stipulated period finds not a 
single soldier of the Russian mflitary es¬ 
tablishment left In Manchuria." 

Roissla in this instance undoubtedly 
has acted in good faith and has com¬ 
plied strictly with,the terms set forth 
in her agreement wdlh Japan, and the 
pride evinced by the official quoted 
above is not to be condemned. But the 
occasion makes tempting the observes, 
tion tbo/t had Russia behaved so well 
and carried out her pledges so faithfully 
before the war history would have been 
dlfferenL There would have been no 
war between Russia and Japan^not 
>'eL Japan would not now be filling the 
exalted place she holds In the family of 
nations, for her caliber and prowess 
would not be established quantities. 

For It was because Russia went 
back on prsNdous pledges to take her 
troops out of Mianchuria that Japan 
opened hostilities. She bad been pour¬ 
ing her forces Into the territory ever 
since the w'ar between Japan and China 
and bad been seizing communities, 
sometimes on leases coerced from Chi¬ 
nese authorities and sometimes with¬ 
out any pretext whatsoever. She grip¬ 
ped Port Arthur tightly and looked for- 
wrard to the day when It waa to be her i 
great Pacific port She had no legal, | 
political or ethical right In Chinese ter- | 
ritory. Her presence wtmi for predatory ( 
purposes only. Japan demanded that | 
she withdraw her troops. She tern- ; 
porized, quibbled and mtule promises, | 
and her troops stayed on. Now she is ' 
out of Manchuria. If ^he had gone 
away five years ago she would not now 
be struggling under the burden of an 
enormous war debt, the best part of 
her riBLYy would not be at the bottom of 
the sea. a hundred thousand of her citi¬ 
zens would not have mot death on the 
battlefield and hundreds of thousands 
of others would not have Undergohe 
tortures of war, wdille her prestige as a 
nation w'ould not be a thing of shreds 
and patches; moreover, there would not 
be the spectacle of a formidable rival 
contesting for political and commercial 
supremacy In the Far East. In other 
words. In evacuating Manchuria In 1907 
Russia is infinitely worse off than she 
w^ould have been If she had done pre¬ 
cisely the same thing five years ago. 


The Sentiment Por Peace. 

The peace conference which Is now 
in progress In New York is Important 
oniy as an Influence of sentlmenL The 
league Is just a body of citizens who 
have the peace of the world for an 
Ideal and who are now deliberating in 
the hope of discovering a means of 
abolishing war, but It cannot put in¬ 
to effect of Its own will any plan It 
may favor for guaranteeing peace for 
all time. It can only make sugges¬ 
tions to Governments and exer^ pres¬ 
sure for the adoption of those sugges- 
tlona That such a body exists, how^- 
ever, and is seriously endeavoring to 
realize its splendid Ideal counts. It Is' 
bound to create a sentiment and de¬ 
velop an Influence which Governments 
eventually must take cognizance of. 
Some of the most distinguished men 
of the world are engaged in the task ^ 
upon which the league ha-s embarked, 
and they necessarily help in the crer.- 
tion of sentiment and development of 


The Snore of Dreomleas Best. 
Poets—the poets who write In prose 
and the poets who write In verse—have 
Indited many beautiful lines to sleep, 
discussing It both objectively and sub¬ 
jectively. Literature has been enriched 
by many a tender tribute to Morpheus, 
and many a eulogy of the blessed state 
of dreamless slumber. 

Cervantes blessed the Inventor of 
sleep. Stem© wished that ho might 
write a chapter upon such line sub 
Ject, Tennyson sung of "the mystery 
of folded sleep," Young spoke of "Na¬ 
ture’s sweet restorer, balmy sloop," and 
of "sleep’s soft dominion.” Homer 
apoartrophlzed sleep as being the near¬ 
est approach to the eternal calm of 
death. Cicero said that those W’ho 
make the least of death consider It as 
having a great resemblance to sleep, 
Shakespeare never wearied of describ¬ 
ing the delights and consolations of 
sleep. To him tt was "the balm of hurt 
minds, and Nature’s second course, the 
chief nourisher of life’s feast. Nature’s 
soft nur^ that steeps the senses In 
forgetfulness and shuts up sorrow’s 
eye." Sleep, he said, "knits up the rav- 
cU’d sleeve of care.” Ovid called sleep 
the gentles! .of the deities. 

But w’hat would the poets liave writ 
ten about sleep had each heard his 
fellows snoring? 

None sleeps so dreamleasly as the 
man w'hoso snore Is strong and steady 
like the voice of a "cross-cut" saw* 
slowly eating its way through the heart 
of a poplar iog, but one contemplating 
his slumbers, or giving ear to the 
audible symptoms o£*thc profundity of 
his repose is not Inspired to w'rite blank 
verse, but rather consumed by a desire 
to break a chair over hla peaceful up¬ 
turned face. 

It Is bad enough to have a snoring 
man In one’s hotel or sleeping car, but 
to have one In the family means mur¬ 
der or a life of aelf-abnegation. None 
of the afflicted will fall to sympathize 
with Mrs, Archer, of White Plains. N. 
J., who Is suing for divorce. After 
seeking relief by sitting up in bed and 
blowing a large tin whistle—a sort of 
fog bom—whenevef Mr. Archer’s snore 
became unendurable, she found that 
with twenty devils at her elbow sug¬ 
gesting the family hatchet, the butcher 
knife, the boy’s baseball bat and other 
weapons more effective as silencers, it 
w*as not safe to continue to live in the 
house with Archer. 

Although the laws of flew Jersey do 
no proride for legtil separation upon 
the ground of inhuman snoring, there 
should be no difficulty in securing the 
divorce upon a general charge of ill- 
treatment, with snoring specified. But 
w'hy does Mr. Archer fight the case? 
As w’e have recently heard Mr. Deiphln 
Delnias say. there are laws higher than 
the written law*. Mrs. Archer is not 
going to sit up o* nights blowing the 
fog horn for the rest or her life. Sooner 
or later the hatcbeL the bulbher knife 
or the baseball bat will come and nestle 
In her hand, and the last snore of her 
lord and master will mingle with the 
death rattle. It would bo a groat deal 
safer for the husband to answ'er the 
petition by admitting tpo charge and 
take his fill of the chief nourisher of 
life’s feast in bachelor lodgings, undis¬ 
turbed by the fog horn. Life at best is 
full of dangers. None but a fool would 
court death throughout the still w'atches 
of the night by a i|ieady indulgence in 
a snore that must ifinally goad the lis¬ 
tener to the 'point of committing mur¬ 
der. 

And why w'orry about the loss of a 
wife through legal separation when 
there Is always consolation of sleep that 
shuts up sorrow’s eye, and steeps the 
sense in forgetfulness, and smears balm 
thickly bt>oti the hurt mind? Who has 
such peace as the man who canrsnore 
sixty-three hours a w'ook so loudly that 
no one can live in a house with him 
and sleeps so soundly that U takes a 
fog honi to awaken him? He can af¬ 
ford to let the ministering angel go 
hang.

True Oriental Courtesy. 

In these degenerate days of exag¬ 
gerated ego In Amcrtc^ official life 
It is refreshing to turn to the Orient 
for examples of modesty In polllica 
In the UnltfHj States every boy hopvs 
to be President, and almost every man 
believes he could bo a great deal more 
successful os President than any of 
the gentlemen wo have mistakenly 
elected to that office since the days 
of George Washington. But now and 
again thero can be found "somewhere’s 
east o’ Suez" an office-holder who does 
not consider himself tho best man In 
the world for the place. 

According to our Shanghai contem¬ 
porary. the Times, HsI Liang, Vlccpr>y 
designate of Yunkwel. has for the sec¬ 
ond time memorialized the Throne, 
saying that Tsen Chun-mln, the** Gov¬ 
ernor of the prov’lnce. Is ton limes 
cleverer than himself, Is ten years 
younger, and even If ho Is unable to 
manage the affairs of the province 
himself, "the humble meniorlallal 
would be still less able to do so." 

Another consideration that weighs 
w*ith Hst Lang Is that the deficit In 
the military fund Is annoying him. 
Apparently he believes that Tsen Chun- 
mln, or anyone else, knows more about 
frenzied financiering In Yunkwel than 
"the humble memorialist." 

The Throne, according to the Shang¬ 
hai Times, has disapproved the peti¬ 
tion and Instructed "the humble me¬ 
morialist" to proceed at onco to hts 
poet, to say no more about resigna¬ 
tion and to depend upon the Board 
of Finance to make good the deficit. 

Here we have a beautiful and Inspir¬ 
ing example of Oriental courtesy. Al¬ 
though the position taken In the mat¬ 
ter by the len-llmcs-clevercr Tsen 
Chun-mln is not touched upon in our 
contemporary’s brief dispatches, the 
Inference is that he is playing Gaston 
to Hsl Liang’s Alphonse. 

It Is Impossible to picture a United 
Slates Senator, let us say Mr. Platt, 
of New' York, offering hls resignation, 
memorializing the White House, de¬ 
claring someone ten years his junior 
to be ten times as clever, and admit¬ 
ting that even If hls estimate of the 
mental equipment of tho other fellow 
should prove Inexact, he w’ould still 
bo far less Incapable than the humble 
inemorialsL 

But perhaps It Is not that human 
nature is so radically different In the 
Orient. It is just possible that the na¬ 
ture of the political "job" Is different 
In Yunkwel province, where Tsen 
Chtin-min Is not ambitious for titular 
distinction, and where Hsi Liang vainly 
memorializee the Throne In an effort 
to get rid of the burden of office, 

A lawsuit just decided by the J\p- 
pellate Court of Illinois establishes 
permanently the legal fact that res¬ 
taurant keepers In that State are re¬ 
sponsible for the safely of 0 . custom¬ 
er’s belongings, all signs reading "Not 
Responsible for Hats or Overcoats" to 
the contrary notwithstanding. The law 
of the Slate will prevail over the law 
enacted and ix>sted on hls walls by 
the restaurant keeper. W'hile the rul¬ 
ing applies only In Illinois, where the 
court 80 deciding has jurisdiction. It 
is an Important precedent, and It nec¬ 
essarily has Its Interest for all per¬ 
sons in all other States who And them¬ 
selves forced by circumstances to take 
their daUy food at restaurants. 
Hereafter, then, the Illinois restauran- 
teur who tacks up the sign. "Not Re¬ 
sponsible for Hats or Overcoats," loses 
time. Ink, paper, tack and wafi space. 
It doesn't go.

The movement for forming an organ¬ 
ization of women descendants of those 
who hjiifj fought In the Rev'olution was 
started In W'ashington.

Galveston’s Con^merce. 

The Galveston News claims that Gal¬ 
veston is leading the ports of the 
world In Increase of Its commerce, and 
the figures It x>resenis seem to bear 
it out in Its assertion. 

On September I, 1906. the News pub¬ 
lished the annual official statement for 
the year ending June 30 prf*ceding, by 
which It w'as shown that Oniveston's ex¬ 
ports for that period were $166,020,947, 
being an Increase of $51,899,960 over the 
exports of the year ending 1903, which 
till then was tho port’s record. Now 
tho News shows, from the off1ci.il re¬ 
ports, that in tho sajnc moiidi^' Inter¬ 
vening between July 1, 1906. and Marrh 
31, 1907, foreign exports handled at

Varloua Indla::^^ Courts Take Dif¬ 
ferent Views of Laws.

New Y'ork. April 17.—[Special.)—As 
an echo of the fight between Mayor 
McClellan and Chajlea F. Murphy, the 
forces of the latter Intend to li*y and 
persuade Gov. Hughes to have a legl.s- 
lalive Investigation of the Department 
of the Borough of Manhattan. Its pres¬ 
ent head Is John F. Aheam. one of the 
old-time district leaders of Tammany 
and on ally of the Sullivans who are 
with Charles F. Mui'phy and against 
the Mayor. Under theamended charter of 
Greater New York, the Borough jiresl- 
dent has almost as much patronage as 
the Mayor, besides having numerous 
contracts for public work to give out. The 
po 8 se 2 »lon of this offitj© by Mr. Aheam 
has thus far enabled Charles F. Mur¬ 
phy to take care of those of hls follow¬ 
ers deposed from other offices by Mayor 
McCkllan. If, therefore, ifie present In- 
vestigTtlion should meet with success 
und Mr. Abeam be deposed from of¬ 
fice, It would bo a serious blow to 
Leader Murphy. 

While the primaries do not take place 
until August, ih© fighting has already 
commenced. Charles F. Murphy con¬ 
trols the Hbtecuiive Committee at the 
present time. He is prep.ar1ng not 
alone to re-elect all hls followers, but 
Is also Instituting sharp contests 
against those of Mayor McClellan and 
*'the doubttul” members. At least two 
of the men that Murphy has started In 
to fight have been district leaders for 
many years and that they should turn 
against a boas has so shocked their 
constituents as to probably cause their 
defeat in August

Clubs—New York and London, 


There does not seem to be an Anglo- 
Saxon allian(>e or other evidence of 
good will so far as the New York and 
London clubs are concerned. The con¬ 
trary, there is at present war to the 
knife, whereas between the clubs of 
New York and Pari.s the best sort of 
feeling prevails. One only needs to go 
40 the Union, UnlL'ersliy and other 
clubs along Fifth avenue In order to 
discover the sentiment. The cause of 
the feeling Is that our London brethren 
are not giving us a square deal. That 
while the clubs of New York have al- 
w'ays been wide open to Englishmen 
who come to them properly Introduced, 
those of London have only opened their 
doors half way, and rather frigidly to 
Americans. As a result many of the 
victims of British coldness have band¬ 
ed together to keep the Englishmen out 
of New- York clubs. But a few w'ceks 
ago. th© son of a peer w'ho bad hls 
name up at one of the pnjmlnent ones, 
was forced lo-wtithdraw it to save hlm- 
.self from being blackballed. There 
have been numerous Instances of a 
similar character during the past two 
months. 

Property owners nnd residents In the 
ncighborh'>i)d of Washington Square 
have foiimcti* an association to look 
after the Interest of tha»L section of the 
city, to main objwls at present are 
tx} prod the various city departmenls In 
the i>erfi>rmane© of their duties in the 
care of the hlghwruys there.

Forest. The pre-senl organization Is 
not a ptonecT In the field. For a num¬ 
ber of ytjara, the property owners of 
the Weal Side have been unit^Hl for 
the praic*ctk>n of their nolghborhoodi 
One great ykrtory tlvey w'on w'as in 
limiting Amsterdam avenue to one car 
line Instead* of two, which would have 
made in a menace to people crossing 
the .street. They also prevented the 
subway budld^^rs from kUIing some of 
the trees along Broadway w'hlch w'ould 
have marred the beauty of that tljcr- 
oughfare. The property owners of 
Haxlem also have an association, wWch 
has done good work in their benalf. 
Now these along Lexlngiton avenue 
have united to insist that when the con¬ 
tract for the new subway there is let, 
there will be some clause In It to In¬ 
demnify them from any loss buffered 
while k is being constructed. 

These organizations have all done 
splendid w ork- It ihas been found that 
their offecllvenicss was advanced by 
organizing for sections rather than for 
the entire elity. So far as the latter is 
concerned, there are the People's In¬ 
stitute and the Citizens' Un'.on. Both 
are represented every year at the City 
Hall and in Albany.

The fortune tel¬ 
lers there are the mighty powers. They 
prey upon the Ignorance and supersti¬ 
tion of thalr counir>’men, exhorting 
money from them on all sorts of pre¬ 
texts. and keeping them coining week 
In and week out. These fortune tellers 
advise them on business ventures, love, 
courtship and nvarriage, and their ad¬ 
vice Is Blricily adhered to. During the 
Sfreat coal strike, ma-ny of the Bo¬ 
hemians employed in the mines came 
New' Y'ork to a fortune teller on 
Seventy-fifth street for her words of 
wisdom on the KUbjeot. 

Moral conditions in Harlem are not 
what they should be and as a result a 
Harlem Law and Order League has 
been formed. Some of its members are 
the Rev. Lyman Abbott, Ex-Pollce 
ComnMssloner Frank Moss and Rabbi 
Harris. Much of th© presentt evil Is 
due to th© rapid growth of that section 
of the city. One may truthfully say 
that It has been entirely built up in the 
last ten years. A large part of the 
Ghetto population from the low'er East 
Side has moved there and taken pos- 
sesfdcm of the nleighborhood between 
One Hundredth and One Hundred and 
’I^^'enty-second street east of Fifth 
avenue. A similar element from other 
sections fill almost the rest of Harlem. 
As a resu'lt the night thoroughfares 
downtoVn have been transferred up- 
lo\vn. Thds brought about the present 
moral backsliding against w’hich the 
Harlemites of older daj'S have been led 
to protest.

This all took place In the days of Capt. 
Kidd. After a long and desperate chase 
the man-of-war overhauled the pirate 
craft and raked It fore and aft. The sur¬ 
vivors of the crew were put In Irons, and 
taken Into port to be tried for their crlme-i 
and misdemeanors. As might have b<‘en 
expected. Mr. Paul D. Cravaih and Mr. 
John G. Mllbum appeared aa counsel for 
the defendajits. 

“While it Is admittedly true." said Mr. 
Mllbum. “that my clients here did cut 
throats, scuttle ships and appropriate to 
themselves the treasure of many mer¬ 
chantmen, yet these acts were merely an 
indirect or Incidental result of my clients 
being associated and banded together. We 
contend tlmt the murder and piracy wer<‘ 
only consequential and incidental to the 
exercise of an absolute and undoubted 
right which all men have to go down to 
the sea together 'm ships, and hence wo 
ask for the dismissal of these absurd 
charges aipiinst the defendants." 

Then Mr. Cravath addressed the Jury. 
“U Is true." he said, “that my clients 
here In the heat of a generous commercial 
rivalry did cut a f»-w throats and appro¬ 
priate certain goods and chattels. But 
you must remembf*r that at one time In 
the history of society murder was an of¬ 
fense with which the general public hml 
nothing to do. vengeance being Infi to the 
kin of the lately d<*cwusod. Moreover, the 
acts of these defendants must be regnrdea 
as tyidcal of a class of transactions which 
have been common In the past on the 
Spanish Main, and which were once re¬ 
garded as enOroly proper, ns the gentle¬ 
men of the Jury may ascertain for them¬ 
selves by consulting the works of the 
an.*ek htstorlnns." 

Unfortunately the law ni this time was 
looked upon rather irvor© as a »cl«*nce th^n 
an art. So the non© too Intelligent jury 
promptly convicted th^ defendants, and .a 
Judge who w’as Impatient to get to the 
tavern to dinner Immediately sentenced 
them to be hai)g*.'d bj the neck until they 
were dead*

There was op 
poslOloti to ih© pasL^age of this miqisurc 
bdcaiLK© some of the soldiers aff“i:ied 
by the law, while In the « *rvlc© during 
the Civil War. were'In the service only 
tts cadets at the UnHed States Military* 
Academy. Th-re was a specific attack 
mode upon the claim of IVtigadier Gen¬ 
eral William P. Hall 4o consideration 
bsoauseof the fax^t thut hi« service dur. 
Ing the strife between the £i:aies was 
limited to the period of one year, and 
this was paewHd at the military acad¬ 
emy. 

The fight against the bill was led by 
RepresenlaUve Prince, of Illinois, who 
aald that there wns nothing In Hall’s 
career w'hich would Justify the propo.**© 1 
action by Congress. It was jierfectly 
apparent that Mr. Prince did not know 
all of William P. Hall's record. There 
are many men probably who would 
throw a battle or two out of their serv¬ 
ice record If they could add one deed 
of Hall 'to their military life hlstorlca. 

Gen. Hall Is attached to the office of 
military secretary. He Is modest to 
the f4irlnklng point. He rerely says 
anything ?ave in the line of his offi¬ 
cial duties, and he Is the last man who 
would urge a specific act of his life as 
a reason for coimSderailon from Con- 
gress. ^ „ 

Former Senator Blackburn, of Ken¬ 
tucky, knew of Hall's career, and ll Is 
understood that he used his personal 
influence In the House of Representa¬ 
tives to st-curo the passage of what he 
thought vv'ould be a measure of Justice 
for the soldier now acting aa military 
secretary. The members of the House 
were given a chance to read an extract 
from the army records, and The read¬ 
ing of that extr^cil won the day for 
William P. Hall. 

In the fall of the year 1879 a great 
force of Ute Indians surrounded a 
small detachment of regulars in th'* 
White river country. For three day.s 
and three nights t\ie whites held off 
the reds. The regulars had neither wa¬ 
ter to drink nor food to eat. but they 
fought os they always foojgh't, hoping 
agalBkt hope that rescue might come 
front Fort D. A. Russell. P*escue did 
come finally, and the lnd^an^^ made 
sway before the charge of Col, Merritt 
and his men, who had made a record 
ride to the aid of 3he beleaguered 
tr<K)i>8. 

A day or two after the retreat of the 
Utes Lieut. Weir, an ordnaitre offlcor, 
and Paul Hume, a civilian agent of a 
rifle factory, left the camp of the 
Whitt'S on a deer hunt. - With the coun¬ 
try swarming with reds as It was the 
hunt was a bit of folly. But Weir 
and Hume would go. Not long after 
their dejxarture W. P. Hall, then a lieu¬ 
tenant of cavalry, wKh three men, was 
order^ out on a reconnaJ?«arK?ev Hall 
and his Hwle command circled through 
the mountains for several hours and In 
the middle of the afternoon they heard 
a succession of shots down near a place 
where the valley opfned out Into a 
plain Uttered with bowlders. They 
struck out for the spot from which the 
firing cairne. 


let drive «t Hall. They made half the 
distance to their comrades before the 
Indian.s had reloaded. Tn* n the two 
dropped behind a big rock and walDd. 
Hall's little command kept up a con¬ 
stant fire on the Utes to disconcert 
their aim. The Indians did not re¬ 
spond. Then Hall stood on his rock 
once more facing the iJtos. Wdr and 
Hum© dashed out—but tho reds had 
learned tho trick. 

One-half the painted band turned 
loos© at Hall. Th© other half tump'd 
loos© at Weir and Hu mo, both of w hom 
fell dead on the plain, while Hall—an¬ 
other miracio—escaped unharmed. Th© 
Indians ma^Ie certain of their work by 
pouring another volley at th© fallen 
ones. 'Then they attacked Hall pnd hfs 
three comrades, who retreated slowly 
from cover to cover, holding ih«dr as¬ 
sailants In check until the Fhoollng 
was h)«.rd at the camp and a body of 
men rod© out lo the rescue, and the 
Utes fled, 

William P. Hsll n©^’e^ said one word 
of th© method of his itliempt to save 
Weir and Hume. His men told It, ajid 
Congress gave Hall a medal.

Doubt As To JurlBdictioii In Case

WOMEN'S BRAINS SMALL. 

[New Y’ork Sun.] 

Probably no one has made as exhaus¬ 
tive a study of the comparative sizes of 
men's and women's brains as Dr. Rooee, 
of Berlin, who has taken the facial and 
skull meosureraenls of 70,000 persons. In¬ 
cluding 43.000 school boys and girls. In 
his oi>ser\‘atlons were Included Germans, 
Swedes, Danes, Dutch. Bohemians and 
Swiss. 

Ho has %vrkten a report of his deduc¬ 
tions for a German popular health pub¬ 
lication in which he gives the advantage 
to men and boys from wery point of 
view. Boys have bigger brain capacity 
than girla he sasrs. In a degree which 
cannot be accounted for on the general 
ground of better physical development. In 
fact, he confirms conclusions reached by 
erther students that from the ninth yoar 
to the close of school age girls on the 
average are belter nourished and devel¬ 
oped than boys. I’he brains of well grown 
girls, however, remain Inferior In size lo 
those of phyRlcally backward boys. In 
the full grow’n woman the skull and the 
bruin remain on a childish plane of de¬ 
velopment. 

The fact that schoolgirls often seem lo 
reach better results than boys, that their 
actual accomplishments seem greater, he 
accounts for by the fact that they reach 
mauLrity, the degree of perfection of 
w hich they are capable, sooner than boys. 
But the girl stops there, while the boy 
gees on for years developing and acquir¬ 
ing and only reaches his full power of 
utilization years later. When be does so. 
howeve.*, he has far surpassed the level 
to which the girl attained. In other words, 
hla mental growth os compared with the 
woman’s is not unlike the development 
of his physical strength. 

Dr. Roese adds that, of course, his de¬ 
ductions apply only to normal or average 
Citses. He thinks the difference In the 
sexes Is due to the fact that the principal 
duty of woman is motherhood, and nature 
cannot afford lo waste on her either phys¬ 
ical or menrtal |K>wers which are not es¬ 
sential to that function.

WOULD RUIN ROAD. 


SUIT TO TEST TWO-CENT RATE 
IN INDIANA 


Filed By Mrs. Anna Boyle, Stockhold¬ 
er In Louisville, New Albany 
and Cory don Railway. 


Suit to ty-st the coustfctulionuilty of 
a law recently enacted in Indiana, pro¬ 
viding for a two-c«ant fare on ntllruads 
has been iiiMtltuied in the United 
States Court at Indianapolis by Mrs. 
Anna M. Boyle, a stockholder of the 
Louisville. New Albany and Corydoii 
railway. The Indiana State Railroad 
Coniinlssloii, the State of Indiana, At 
tomey General James Bingham and 
F^rosecuting Attorney John Ewing, of 
the Harrison Circuit Court, are made 
the defendants. 

Mrs. Boyle, who Is a resident of 
Louisville, alleges In her complaint 
that the road has a cash value of $H>6,- 
0(H). but If the new law Is enforced U 
will not be worth ono-ihlrd that money. 
At the present rale of four and ont*- 
ftfth cents a mile the road’s Income 
from the passenger traffic Is $8,599 a 
year, it Is alleged, while, under the 
tw'o-cent rate. It w'ould be but $3,783, 
The compan>*^ prays the court for an 
order retraining the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral and the Prosecuting Attorney from 
bringing suit to collect the penally of 
not less than $25 nor more than $100, 
as provided by law, for the railroad, 
which charges more than two cents a 
mile as a passenger rate. 

It is alleged by the plaintiff that she 
is the owner of forty bonds of $1.01.0 
each and 240 shares or slock of $100 
each. It Is further alleged that the 
stockholders have never received divi¬ 
dends. and that In the past two ye.irs 
no Interest has been paid on the bonds. 
While the company la called the Louis¬ 
ville. New Alljuny and Corydon Rail- 
w'ay Company It owns but a few miles 
of track, running from the Corydon 
branch on the Southern to Cory’dop. 
It Is probable that the company will 
abandon its pasaejiger trains, which 
have been making connection with the 
Southern passenger trains, and run a 
mixed train once a day.
